THE AGENDA. 
COMPLAINTS BY SENATORS, 
Lord Glenavy, on taking the chair. said 

that the first business on the agenda was the 

second and third stages of the District Jus- 
ices (Temporary Provisions) Bill. This bill, 
ve said, was a purely temporary measure, 
which did not propose the permanent appoint- 
ment of any of officials mentioned in it. 

The whole question of the justices was at 
present before the Judiciary Committee, and 
their status was one of the matters upon which 
the Commuttee would make “a very detailed 
report. He mentioned the subject because 
notices of amendments were given on the sup- 
position that the Act was to be a permanent 
uc. 

Senator O'Farrell asked if there was any 
reasonable explanation as to why Senators had 
received their copy of the Orders of the Day 

only on entermg the House that afternoon. 
Tree weeks had elapsed since their last meet- 
ing, and he thought that members should 
have had longer notice of the business that 
was to be taken. 

The Chairman said that the responsibility 
tor the subject of the natural complaint did 
not lie with the Senate or its officials. His 
object was to convene the Senate only when 
there was a reasonable certainty that there 
vould be a fair amount of business to dis- 
charge. He had summoned the Senate for 
that day, as he believed that a certain num- 
ier of bills were ready for consideration, and 
could have been circulated in time, so that 
Senators might have sufficient time to frame 
any amendments that they desired to put 
forward. He thought that there would have 
been a sufficient programme ready for that 
day which would ensure that the Senate would 
he occupied for two or three working days, In 
that he had been disappointed.

DISTRICT JUSTICES, | 
GOVERNOR-GENERAL’S 
POWERS. 


The House then took up the consideration of 
the second reading of, the District Justices 
(Lemporary Provisions) Bill. 

Colonel] Moore asked what was intended to 
be done in the case of the Petty Sessions 
clerks whose office it was proposed to abolish. 
Would they get any compensation if their 
services were not ined? He believed 
that there were some 200 of these officials, and 
with the number of clerks that would be 
appointed as Justices’ clerks, that number 
would be teduced to 150 or 140. 

The Chairman reminded Colonel Moore that 
the bill was a temporary measure, and he 
thought that it was highly improbable that 
the result that he anticipated would flow. 
At present the number of District Justices 
eppointed was very small and quite in- 
adequate to discharge the business throughout 
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the Free State. When the District Justices 
e part of the judicial system the num- 

ber of clerks required wou robably pe 
greatly In excess of that mentioned by Colonel 
core, and consequently the officials that he 
bg eames in might not be discharged 


Colonel Moore—In the meanwhile these 
people have received notice of dismigsal, and 
some of them are in a very bad financial 
position. He thought that the Minister in 
charge of the bill should make a statement on 
the subject. 

The Minister for Home Affairs (Mr. Kevin 
O’Higgins) said that he had got notice of two 
questions from Colonel Moore. One was 
* What is the number of. court districts in 
County. Mayo, and have the District Court 
clerks for that county been already ap- 
pointed?” The number of court districts 
might be expected to be about 20: the precise 
number could not be stated until the scheme 
of Court Justices required by the bill had 
been completed. There were some 200 Petty 
Sessions clerks, and all had been dismissed at 
one sweep. ‘I'he answer to the other question 
was that the clerks were entitled to compen- 
sation under the Treaty, and this compensa. 
tion was in course of calculation by the 
Minister of Finance. Petty Sessions clerks

Sir Thomas Grattan Esmonde said that he

APPOINTMENTS. 

Mr. Jameson moved as an amendment to 
Sub-section 1 of Section 1 to omit the words 
““on the advice of the Executive Council.”

‘tices. . He said that the Governor-General 
must act on the advice of the Executive 
Council, and the words were not needed. 
If a vote of the House went against an

PARISH COMMISSIONER'S POWERS. 

Senator Eyre moved to delete sub-section ó 
of section 4, and to substitute the follow- 
ing:—‘* Whenever any person shall be 
arrested in due course of law and shall be 
charged with committing an indictable offence, 
such person shal! forthwith be brought before 
the District Justice, or if the District Jus- 
tice shall not be available, such person shall 
forthwith be brought before a Parish Commis- 
sioner, who, after hearing upon information 
such evidence as may be offered, shall either 
refuse. informations and dismiss such char 
or shall remand such n either in custody 
or on such bail as the Parish Commissioner 
shall think fit, and remit the case for hear- 
ing before a District Justice at a Special 
Court or District Court to be held not later 
than eight clear days from the date of such 
remand.’ 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the amendment 
was a serious one. It meant that it would 
be necessary to produce a prisoner every 
8 days, and to send him back again as many 
times as was necessary. That would not 
b; to the benefit of the prisoner. “The period 
eight days was too short, and in one district 
a justice reported that he could not work 
it on eight day remands. It was not the 
intention to allow Parish Commissioners to 
refuse informations in cases over the heads 
of the. District Justices. The odium and 
responsibility of refusing informations should 
not be placed on Parish Commissioners. In 
the past they had magistrates who were de- 

nding on the people of the district for their 
ivelihood, and they were not independent, 
and were not happy and realised it. They 
thought it was almost too big a burden to 
administer the. law impertially. and imper- 
sonally in a place where they were depend- 
ing on the good will of the people for their 
livelihood. 

This bill proposed a clean cut. They sent 
out amongst the people professional men who 
knew the law, and were in an independent 
position. and would give the people a more 
impartial and impersonal administration of 
the law than they ever had before. The amend- 
ment would constitute a departure from that, 
because it would place on the Parish Commuis- 
sioner: the onus of refusing informations, and 
they did not propose to give) the Parish Com- 
missioner that power. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

PETTY SESSIONS CLERKS. 

Senator Colonel Moore moved an amend- 
ment to sub-section 2, section 5 of the bill, 
the intention of which was to retain the ser- 
vices of Petty Sessions clerks, as far as pos- 
sible, as registrars of the District Courts. 

Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for Home Affairs, 
said that he could not agree to the amend- 
ment. There were clerks who, under the old 
régime, made themselves absolutely obnoxious 
to the people of their districts. To reappoint 
these men would destroy the prestige of the 
Courts, and he would not like to take the 
responsibility for such appointments, The 
Government were not going to victimise any 
class in the community; but it should not be 
i overlooked that some of the registrars of the 
Dail Courts ‘were out in opposition to the 
Government. ‘If the amendment were accepted 
‘it would add difficulty te a situation that was 
already delicate enough. 

Colonel Moore, by leave, withdrew the 
amendment. 

The bill was passed: through its various 
stages.

BILL TO BE TAKEN TO-DAY. 


Several Senators expressed the opinion that, 
owing to the short notice that they had re- 
ceived, this bill ought to be postponed for a 
few days. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Local Government, 
said that he hoped that the postponement 
would not be for long. In one + it was 
an urgent bill. The question of the appoint- 
ment of Commissioners in place of public bodies 
was urgent, For instance, no meeting of the 
Kerry County Council had been held since last 
June, Public money was being expended by 
the paid officials. As a matter of fact, no 
rates had been collected in that county for the 
past year, and things were ap Aa 
crisis, and there easily might be a break-down 
of the whole system local government.

GRIFFITH SETTLEMENT. 


BILL PASSED THROUGH ALL 
ITS STAGES. 

Colonel Sir Hutcheson Pot moved . the 
second reading of the Griffith Settlement Bill. 
He said that they had read it in the papers 
when the bill was introduced in the other 
House, and there was some surprise that 
no member of the Government had made any 
reference to the career or services of the late 
President, Griffith, but ho was quite sure that 
that omiesion had nothing to do with ary 
lack of sympathy with the President's widow 
or with the great services that he had 
rendered to the country. Of course, what 
happened in the Lower House was no concern 
of theirs; but he hoped that it would not be 
taken in any way as criticism that that House 
should take a certain departure and place on 
record their sincere recognition of the almost 
unparalleled services which President Griffith 
rendered to Ireland, and their deep sense’ of 
the overwhelmning loss which the country had 
sustained by his death. Whatever differences 
of opinion individual members of the Senate 
may have held up to a few years ago, with 
regard to the wiedom or unwisdom of «if- 
government, he thought, and he hoped that 
they all agreed on one point, and that was 
that no man since the time of the Union had 
done so much as Arthur Griffith cid to 
materialise the dreams and pational aspira- 
tions and longings for self-government, for 
which so many generations of their country- 
men had made great and terrible sacrifices, 
He thought that.it was still more to his 
credit, that though he did not possibly alto- 
sp succeed in obiaining:the full messure of 
is own ambition, he was yet bold -pough 
and patriotic enough to realise that once 
England had made it clear that in no circum: 
stances would she agree to see a Republican 
Government set. up within a few miles of her 
shores, it would be criminal folly to throw 
away the substance for the shadow, or to 
sacrifice another Irishman’s life in the pursuit 
of an utterly worthless and impossible w'eal. 
Further than that, Bresident Griffith was 
absolutely. loyal and honest to his word and 
bond, and having once set his signature to 
the Treaty, which he and his colleagues were 
empowered to accept by their own fellow- 
cousitrymen, he never swerved from his pur- 
pose; and through his all too short tenure of 
office he strove, as no other man did, to carry 
out the provisions of the Treaty, and im- 
pressed on all with whom he came into ~ontact 
that it was the bounden duty of every Jrish- 
man worthy of the name to defend and 
support the Treaty with the best powers at 
his disposal, 

In these circumstances, although it was not 
in their power to alleviate the blow which 
had fallen on his widow and children, they 
could at least show sympathy and earty 
goodwill for them by endonsing, the nodest 
provision which the Government had made for 
them by their wholehearted and warm ap- 
proval. He asked them to express that ap- 
proval, and to pass the bili with no uncertain 
voice. (Applause.) 

A VOW OF POVERTY, 


Senator W. B. Yeates asked the privilege of 
being allowed to add his voice to the state- 
ment of Colonel Hutcheson Poé. He was in 
many points deeply opposed to the late Mr. 
Griffith, but he found him to be a man ‘d the 
most enduring courage and steadfast will. 
He had good reason to know that, because 
when he first met Mr. Griffith he and his 
friend Rooney. were editing a paper, which 
they wrote for and set up with their own 
hands. He knew what a struggle it was for 
Mr. Griffith to edit’ and print that paper, 
and when he heard how hard that struggle 
was, he (Mr. Yeats) offered to get some ol 
the articles printed in the “ Spectator,” but 
Mr. Griffith said that he had taken a vow 
never +o write for any paper outside h's 
own, and that vow was to him a vow of 
poverty, and he kept it.

Education in Ulster. 

The Ulster Government s first piece of 
constructive legislation—its eagerly awaited 
Educatic. Bill—was introduced yesterday 
in the Northe . Parliament. It is a bold 
‘and sweeping measure of reform. It co-ordi- 
nates the three chief branches of education, 
establishes local control of primary schools, 
enforces rates in aid of these schools, and 
defines the assistance which the various 
departments of education will receive from 
the State. The county councils—which 
may set up regional committees—and the 
county borough councils will be the new 
local autl.orities. At the outset the school 
rate will no. exceed fourpence in the pound, 
since the State will furnish grants in aid ; 
but these grants wil] be withdrawn gradu- 
ally and the rate may rise in time to a 
shilling in the ,ound, The State will pay 
the teachers, and the cost of maintaining 
and building schools will fall upon the 
rates. School attendance will be compul- 
sory between the ages of six and fourteen, 
with the éxpected result that, in Belfast 
alone, new schools must be provided 
quickly for some 15,000 children. Every 
school will get assistance from the rates 
in proportion to the measure of local 
control which it is willing to accept. 
Education will be secular, but opportuni- 
ties for denominational instruction wil] be 
afforded, apart from the ordinary curri- 
culum. The Bill empowers the local 
authorities to purchase schools—a contro- 
versial clause if we may judge from some 
of the speeches in yesterday's debate. A 
miniwum scale of salaries will be fixed for 
secondary teachers, and the urban 
technical schools will remain undisturbed. 

There is no doubt at all that, in its 
essential features, the Bill will become 
law. North-Eastern Ulster realises the 
immense value of a sound and cheap 
education for her industrial classes, Her 
progressive democracy believes - that 
education ought to be controlled by those 
who pay for it. In spite of Ulster’s finan- 
cial difficulties a. the present time, we may 
be sure that the fourpenny rate wil] be 
forthcoming cheerfully, and that the State 
and the taxpayer will strain every nerve 
to furnish the necessary grants in aid. 
The most serious question which will arise 
immediately is the attitude of the Roman 
Catholic Church and people in the six 
counties to the secular policy of the new 
Bill If we are to be guided by Southern 
precedent, the Church, at any rate, will 
resist the principal of local control and 
will fignt for the maintenance of an un- 
divided authority in the Roman Catholic 
schools. We are not wi.hout hope, how- 
ever, that a conflict may be avoided. 
The text of the Bill is ftree~—as the 
Marquis of Londonderry’s speech was 
free—from any hint of sectarian pre- 
judice. We are confident that, within 
the Bill's terms, the Northern Govern- 
ment is ready to give the fairest of 
fair play to the Roman Catholic schools, 
The Church, we hope, will consider care- 
fully the material interests of its flock, the 
views of the Roman Catholic teachers and 
the whole tendency of the times—not only 
in Ulster, but in the Free State—before 
it takes the grave responsibility of resist- 
ing this Bill, If it desires to secure 
modifications of the Bill in Committee, it 
ought to urge the Nationalist members of 
the Northern Parliament to take their 
seats there without further delay. 

The Northern Bill has an intimate 
interest for all Southern Irishmen. They, 
too, recognise the bitter need of educa- 
tional reform ; and it is quite certain that, 
as Ulster s scheme is developed, their im- 
patience of the anomalies and confusions 
of their own antiquated- system will in- 
crease, Indeed, progress in Ulster may 
be accepted as a guaranteo of early pro- 
gress in the Free State; for political fron- 
tiers cannot exclude the infection of sound 
ideas and the stimulus of sound example. 
Sooner or later the present, or another, 
Free State Government must gird itself to 
the task of mal:ing its scheme of national 
education consistent with the needs and 
ambitions of a modern democracy. No 
modern democracy can afford or, in the 
long run, will consent, to carry handicaps 
by which its neighbours are not burdened. 
At present, of course, the disordered con- 
ditions of Southern Ireland provide reason- 
able excuses for delay. There is one 
detail, however, concerning which delay 
has ceased to be pardonable. The lay 
secondary teachers continue to knock in 
vain at the doors of the Free State Govern- 
ment for the financial help, long over-due, 
which would enable them to sustain their 
self-respect and their hopes until the 
dawn of better times. Their position 
becomes to-day more wretched than ever 
by contrast with the advantages that the 
new Bill promises to their colleagues in 
the Northern State. There can be no 
excuse for this treatment, which is dis- 
creditable alike to the Government, Parlia- 
ment and people of Southern Ireland.

Bank Holiday. 

We print to-day an announcement by 
the Postmaster-General of the Free State 
that next Saturday, St, Patrick’s Day, 
will be observed as a holiday by his 
Department, and that the posta] services 
throughout Southern Ireland on that 
day will be identical with these which 
are provided on Sundays. There will be 
no delivery or despatch of letters or 
parcels; no collections will be made, and 
all provincial branch offices will be closed 
except for an hour and a half in the 
morning, when they will be opened for 
telegraph business only. In Dublin, of 
course, the Central Telegraph Office at 
Amiens street will remain open as usual, 
while the hours of attendance at the Abbey 
street branch office will be the same as on 
Sundays. We understand that the Post- 
master-General has taken this decision for 
reasons of economy. Previously officials 
who have worked on St. Patrick's Day 


‘have been paid at double rates and have 


insisted, inte the bargain, on getting a full 
day's holiday at some other date, Never- 
theless, the stoppage of postal services on 
St. Patrick's Day is not a good precedent. 
Holidays or no holidays, business must be 
served. We notice in this connection 
that leave has been granted to Mr. 
MacLysaght to introduce a Bill into the 
Free State Senate which proposes to recast 
the existing system of bank holidays 
altogether and to replace some of them 
by national or religious holidays. Ireland, 
he gays, is an overwhelmivgly Romen 


| Catholic country, and the holidays of the 


Church ought to be recognised by the State. 
Apart from the fact that different sets of 
holidays in Ireland and Great Britain 
would lead to inevitable confusion in the 
business world, there is no real objection 
to Mr. MacLysaght’s scheme, provided that 
it limits itself to the substitution of 
religious. for secular holidays and does not 
seek to establish any new holidays. Ireland 
at present needs every hour’s work that she 
can get. Prosperity will not come to 
Ireland as the manna came to the children 
of Israel. We all must work for it and 
develop fhe habit of national industry. 
There is no department of the nation’s 
activities to which this precept. applies 
more strongly than to the Post Office. At 
present it is a losing concern, despite the 
fact that its postage rates are higher than 
those of the British Post Office and that it 
costs more to send a letter from Dublin 
to Belfast than it costs to send a letter 
from Belfast to Dublin. The annual deficit is 
nearly two million pounds. The Post Office 
must be established on an economic basis 
at the earliest possible moment, but we 
fear that this end will not be achieved 
the sooner by the granting of additional 
holidays to the staff, 


Railways and the Frontier. 

While the railway systems of the Irish 
Free State are entangled in the throes of 
grouping, with the unpleasing alternative 
of being taken over by the State if satis- 
factory arrangements for more economical 
operation are not made, the Northern 
Counties system, which runs exclusively 
in Ulster and is operated by the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway, is em- 
barking upon an enviable programme of 
development and acceleration. The Com- 
pany has ordered fifteen new and 
powerful engines, and four new corridor 
trains similar to those now in use 
on the main line of the Midland 
Railway. These will be run on the 
main line between Belfast and London- 
derry via Portrush. Obviously they are 
intenced to serve the double purpose of 
coping with the holiday traffic to Northern 
seaside and golfing centres from Belfast 
and the South, and of competing more 
successfully with the fast mail trains which 
the Great Northern Railway runs between 
Belfast and Londonderry and between 
Dublin and Londonderry via Porta- 
down. Another impfovement is the 
resumptio of the morning boat between 
Larne and Stranraer, giving a twice daily 
service from Belfast to London. The 
present night trip from Belfast to London 
ria Stranraer allows the traveller to 
leave Belfast a couple of hours later 
than if he goes via D-blin, and he 
arrives in London at eight o'clock in 
the mornine. He has eleven continuous 


hours in the train, however, instead of six 


on the Dublin route, and those who cannot 
afford sleeping berths naturally prefer the 
latter. The same objections do not apply 
to travel by day, and the Ulster traveiler 
is likely to prefer the Larne route, which 
will involve him in no uncomfortable deal- 
ings with Customs officials on draughty 
wayside platforms. These are only one or 
two of the matters which our railway- 
groupers must take into consideration when 
periecting their schemes. 


Private Messages. 


More than a little interest must attach 
to the case of the telephone operator who, 
at the Central Criminal Court, London, was 
sentenced on Tuesday to a term of im- 
prisonment on the charge that he had dis- 
closed the contents of a telephone message 
entrusted to him for transmission. The 
interest: lies in the future rather than in 
the present. Telegraphists and telephone 
operators sign a declaration that they 
will not reveal anything which they may 
hear as the outcome of their duties, and 
the Telegraph Act of 1868 has been in- 
voked on many occasions in cases where 
the contents of telegrams have been 
published by Post Office clerks—though 
never before in the case of tele 
phone operators. The question now arises 
whether the terms of the Act can be 
extended to messages transmitted by 
wireless telegraph or telephone and picked 
up and published, by unoflicial receivers. 
A day or two ago the first person who 
was summoned for the use of a “ listening 
in” apparatus without a licence was fined. 
The licence does not, as a matter of fact, 
forbid the licencee to reveal] anything which 
he hears; bunt, undoubtedly, it will be 
made to do so when the use of wireless 
telephony becomes general. The difficulty 
would be to decide what was a private 
message and what was the legitimate 
prey of every “listener in” A news- 
gatherer might send to his paper the first 
account of some interesting incident, only 
to discover that some enterprising “listener 
in” had taken down the story and sold it 
to a rival organ. A Post Office operator 
who did the same thing with a Press 
message, left with him to be telegraphed, 
certainly would be prosecuted.

AIR ESTIMATES. 


£50,000 in Prizes for the 


Inventors of Helicopters. 
penereney women 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

Sir Samuel Hoare this evening had to 
undertake the task of introducing his first 
Air Estimates in the House of Commons. He 
acquitted himself well, though his statement 
necessarily involved the explanation of a mass 
of details and a close comparison of figures 
as between one nation and another. 

Referring to the striking discrepancy 
between the British Air Force and that 
possessed by France, he said that in 1925, 
according to the present programme, France 
would have 2,180 service machines against 
Britain's 575. The disparity, he agreed, was 
overwhelming; but if Great Britain decided 
upon a one-power air standard it would mean 
an increase in the Estimates of £23,000,000 
and a subsequent increase of £25,000,000 in 
order to keep pace with the programmes of 
other countries. 

In the absence of quantity it was essential 
to concentrate on quality; and in this respect 
it was proposed to offer prizes amounting to 
£50,000 in connection with experiments in 
helicopters, and also to make a substantial 
grant for the encouragement of gliding. 

He mentioned that the whole subject of air- 
ships wes shortly to be re-opened by a 
Committee of Imperial Defence, as it was 
cousidered that they would be valuable in the 
future for the transport of troops and, 
possibly, of aircraft. 

Major-General Sir F. Sykes, the son-in-law 
of the Prime Minister, made a maiden speech, 
in which he urged unity of control of the 
three fighting services. He laid down the 
axiom that in the realm of the air attacs . as 
practically the only means of defence; and he, 
therefore, emphasised the importance oí air- 
craft capable of long distance flights. 

After 8 o'clock Mr. Barker moved a resotu- 
tion demanding fresh legisiation to secure 
greater safety in mines; but Colonel Lane 
fox, in reply, whilst agreeing with that part 
of the motion deploring loss of life and 
aecidents in the mines, said that the opinion 
of the Government was that legislation was 
not really necessary in view of the powers 
already possessed by the Mines Department. 
It was on the cleaf understanding that no 
legislation would be proposed by the Govern- 
ment that they did not intend to oppose the 
motion. 

The vote for money was agreed to. 

The House rose at 12.28 a.m.

** RICHELIEU .”’ 


LADY ARDILAUN LECTURE AT 
| ALEXANDRA COLLEGE, 


Principal Grant Robinson, C.V.O., delivered 
yesterday at Alexandra College the third of 
the Lady Ardilaun lectures, series of 1925, on 
“The Age of Henry IV.”’ the subject of the 
lecture being ' Richelien v. Louis ill.” 

The lecturer said that Richelien was born 
of & famuly of small nobility, whose chateau 
was situated in the midst of the Huguenot 
territory. To realise his work one had only 
to compare the France of 1621 with the 
France of 16435. In estimating such a man's 
life work they should mark what happened 
when the individua] himself was withdrawn 
from the scene. 

Historic events in a nation were directly 
traceable to one or more individuals—to 
buman character, human personality, and 
yuman wisdom. Therefore to understand the 
France of the period one must study the big 
men and the bi women, and what they 
brought into the fife of their people. 

Four characteristics of Richelieu were his 
inordinate ambition, bis extraordinary power 
of will, his stupendous convictions and his 
helief, and finally ‘ France beyond every- 
thing, and everything else second.” When 
he was dying, asked 
enemies, Richelieu replied: “IT have had none 
except those that were enemies of the State. 
There was no character in history in which 
women’s will and women’s ambition played 
such a negligible part as in the career and 


(Laughter.) 

In 1610 the King of France was a boy of 
ten and his mother was Kegent, a woman 
without any capacity for politics, but with 
capacity for intrigue, Marie de Medici. 

At that time they had got in France a great, 
feudatory . State, with many great nobles 
circling around a Monarchy that was becom- 
ing autocratic. The nobles were mostly good 
Frenchmen, but they were continually sub- 
ordinating the interests of their country to 
their individual] interests. Henry IV. bought 
the nobles, and the more trouble they gave 
the bigger the price they got. And in 1010 
they found, one after another, the nobles en- 
deavouring to run the Crown. 

From 1610 to 1616, when Concini was 
assassinated, they had the Regency in France, 
and after eleven years of Regency there were 
being reimposed in France the conditions from 
which Henry IV. had saved her. Louis XIL 
was a character difficult to understand. His 
adniirer said of him: ** Louis did not love 
God, but he feared the devil.’’ (Laughter.) 
But he recognised a bic man when he saw 
him, and so Louis recognised Richelieu. 

At first trained to be a soldier, Richelieu 
became a bishop when twenty years old. He 
went to Paris and got into the Court of 
Marie de Medici. When Concini fell the 
pale face of the young prelate was seen in 
the last coach of the party, and many said, 
“ That is the last of him.” But it was not. 
Richelieu became Marie’s secretary, and when 
the young King was eighteen Richelieu 
became the Principal Secretary of State. In 
1624 he became President of the Council— 
literally Prime Minister—and that year he 
was also made Cardinal. 

In 1618 the thirty years war had definitely 
begun, and in 1624 it was clear that, unless 
it were stopped, the Protestants in Germany 
were going to be wiped out. Two persons 
were looking onthe Cardinal-Bishop in Paris 
and Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden. On the 
fall of Rochelle _ Richelieu brought the 
Huguenots to terms, and there was practically 
no trouble from them from 1628 until a French 
Monarch made trouble by breaking faith 
with them. . 

The final lecture of the series on “The 
Work and Place of Richelien in French 
History ” will be delivered this afternoon.

The new expenditure that we contemplate 
for the present from the operation of the bill, 
so far as we propose to set it in motion, 
amounts to about £240,000, not including tho 
salaries of additional teachers, which, as 
have said above, ave a State charge. A penny 
rate throughout the Six Counties produces 

20,000, so it will be seen that wo anticipate 
expenditure equivalent to the produce of a 
shilling rate under the new local authorities. 
But a grant in aid of rates from the Ex- 
chequer to the extent I have just indicated 
would relieve the ratepayer from two-thirds 
of this burden, and the general educatioit rate 
would not, therefore, exceed fourpence in the 
immediate future. ‘But I am not empowered 
to pledge the Government in any way at the 
moment. 

What I have said must, therefore, be taken 
simply as an earnest of the Government s in- 
tention, the fulfilment of which depends upon 
the final settlement of our financial position. 
The Lynn Committee anticipated a rate of 
fourpence for primary education alone, mak- 
ing, with the rate of twopence for technical 
education, a total rate of sixpence. The burden 
of rates at the moment is very excessive, but 
knowing as 1 do the burning desire of the 
community we represent to see an efficient 
and economic system of education, and deter- 
mined as they know we are to get our money’s 
worth, I am confident that in the imposition 
of such general education rate as may be 
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of the staff. This difficulty could easily be 
surmounted by drawing on the staffs of the 
several Government departments which at 
the present time are over-stafied. Some 
training will, of course, be necessary; but 
the Government can rest assured that neither 
hardship nor inconvenience will deter the 
Irish civil servant from carrying out any 
duties allotted to him. 

Transfers could. be made permanently or 
temporarily, as the Government desired. Men 
with families would, of course, be reluctant 
to transfer, but there are a goodly number of 
men who would willingly transfer from 
patriotic motives alone.

As for being ‘‘ semi-starved on war rations,” 
perhaps “Veritas” may know something 
about it, but we and our friends do not. I 
can safely say that in our honse the maid*has 
three good meals a day, besides afternoon tea 
and.a light iunch, Butter is not weighed, or 
tea or sugar, and ‘nothing is ever locked up. 
We never had a maid leave us, unless to go 
to another country or to get married; and we 
are not exceptions. I would also like to state 
that we have Roman Catholic friends who not 
ouly give their one maid time to attend Mass, 
but also drive her there in their own trap. 

As to wages, that is always a matter of 
agreement, and it is nonsense that “people 
do not give for the work of others the amount 
agreed upon.” No maid would stay in a place 

»: s mé 
where that was done. Eight or nine shillings 
a week is hardly to be called a “ miserable 
pittance,’”’ if one remembers that their board 
(not to speak of lodgings) is about £40 a year, 
while, except to quite: young girls, a larger 
wage is generally given. -As a rule, whero 
only one maid is kept, most of the washing is 
given out or a charwoman is employed, and 
the family gives a fair amount of help.—

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—J] was more than pleased to learn 
from Miss Moloney in her letter in yesterday’s 
issue of the ZJrish Times that there is an Irish 
Domestic Workers’ Union. From my heart 
I wish it every reasonable success. But 1 do 
think that Miss Moloney’s aspirations, if 
shared by Irish domestics, would spoil things. 
She says in her letter :—'' If employers would 
only realise that their domestics are women, 
with the same needs as themselves and the 
same desire for joy and beauty and freedom 
to live an individual life, they would get that 
loyal service for which ‘ Veritas’ ig 
Domestics have not the same needs as their 


authority, as it was the ratifying authority, 
and also that smaller areas might’ dot’ en- 
force compulsory attendance. He hoped 
tLat the bill would provide for reasonable 
grouping of schools, and not continue several 
sinall schools in each village. Turning to 
religious education, the hon. member hoped 
that they would evol.e a system away from 
little national restrictions, a system for the 
whole State, with proper safeguards, so that 
every religious denomination could come in 
at certain hours and teach the children. 


LABOUR AND THE SCHOOLS. 

Mr. Samuel McGuffin complained that 
there was only one Labour representative 
upon the Lynn Committee, although ninety 
per cent. of the children attending primar 
schools belonged to the working classes. He 
greatly regretted that the Minister díd “not 
give them secular schools. He did ‘not 
mean Godless schools, but the teaching of 
different denominational dogma created a 
cleavage in the working classes. 

Sir Robert Anderson said that he was in 
complete agr.:ment with the genera] prib- 
ciples of the bill, as outlined by Lord Lon- 
donderry, although there might be points of 
detail upon which he might offer criticism 
later, such as the proposal to purchase 
schools; and whether teachers were to give 
religious instruction or not, and also whether 
the County Councils were to be in control or 
the authority mentioned in the bill  Per- 
sonally, he always held that the people who 
struck the rate should be in control, 

Dr. Morrison, referring to the provision of 
meals in schools for children, said that he 
hoped that, whatever might be done in this 
connection in Belfast; no effort would be made 
to introduce it in the country districts.

DESTROYED IN THE FOUR COURTS. 

Vouchers for expenditure for the Supreme 
Court of Judicature, etc., Ireland, of upwards 
of £20,000, in March quarter, 1922. are stated 
to have been destroyed in the fire at the Four 
Fours in June last. It hag been possible, 
however, to reconstruct the accounts in a 
very large measure, mainly from records in 
the office of the Paymaster-General, Dublin, 
from bank paas books, and from such depart- 
mental records as were salved. 

A test examination—in part locally—to the 
accounts thus reconstructed, and as in the 
similar case of the Local Government Board 
(Ireland), 1920-21, satisfied the Comptroller 
that, in the cireumstances they may be 
accepted as correct, The facts have been duly 
reported to the Treasury, who have given 
their covering authority to the charges which 
have been made against the various sub-heads 
of the vote. 

The unsatisfactory features in the pay 
accounts of the Auxiliary Division of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, to which reference 
was made in the report last year, continued 
to some extent in the accounts for 1921-22, 
althoagh some improvement had been effected. 
It appears ftom papers recently furnished that 
the accounts of several divisions included 
various cash balances that have not yet, been 
accounted for, together with considerable over- 
payments, many of which appear to be 
irrecoverable, The matter is at present the 
euhject of correspondence between the 
Accounting Department and the Treasury, and 
any necessary reference to the loss involved 
will be dealt with in connection with next 
year’s account, 

EXTRA POLICE EXPENSES. 

Receipts for claims on local authorities for 
extra police expenses for the year 1921-22 
were originally estimated at £222,245. This

On termination of these arrangements the 
completion of the work was entrusted to the 
Board of Works. - On instructions from the 
Treasury that Board, after calling for com- 
petitive tenders, placed a contract for the 
completition of the work on the usual lump 
sum basis, and the work is preceeding satis- 
factorily under these conditions. 

Most of the schemes carried out in various 
parts of the country were incomplete at the 
elose of 1921-22, but up to 3lst March, 1922, 
£1,658 was received for rents, etc., payable 
to the Exchequer. It appears that the cost 
of cottages erected under some of these 
schemes is upwards of £800 each. whereas the 
oormal rent charged for them in rural dis- 
tricts is only Ss. a week, and it is stated 
that in some instances difficulty is experienced 
in obtaining tenants willing to pay even 4s, 
a week. 

ARMY SURPLUS STORES. 

Immediately before the military evacuation, 
only one dépot of the Disposal Board in 
Southern Ireland contained an appreciable 
quantity of declared surplus goods. As, how- 
ever, there were prospects of stores arising 
for disposal, a special officer was appointed 
by the Commission to arrange, in conjunction 
with the military authorities, for the disposal 
of all Government surplus. 

Preparations for auction sales were made. 
and afterwards cancelled, but a number oi 
local sales were effected by outgoing troops 
ander hurried conditions, and the proceeds 
were transferred to the Commission. The 
bulk of the stores still remained to be dealt 
with, and sanction was obtained for handing 
over all surplus to the Government of the 
Irish Free State. 

The dépdt -eferred to above was trans- 
ferred to that Government in March, 1922. 
The Army authorities acted as agenis of the 
Dispose! Board in the transactions, and 
receipts: by officers of the Provisional Govern- 
ment were attached to inventories of the 
military stores handed over..

TREAT CANALS AS ROADS. 

Witness said that his company believed 
it to be the duty of the Government to 
throw open the inland water ‘* highways of 
commerce”? in the same way as the public 
roads were open to traffic, and a toll put upon 
the water traffic to meet the cost of main- 
tenance. As to control by the Government, 
he did not favour nationalisation, but he 
believed in a controlling authority, which 
would not allow any private interests to over- 
ride the needs of the country at large.

_ IRISH AUCTIONEERS. 


FIRST GENERAL MEETING OF 
ASSOCIATION. 

At the first general meeting of the Irish 
Auctioneers’ and Estate Agents’ Association 
(Incorporated) in Dublin yesterday—Mr. James 
S. McMahon (Messrs. Thos. Dockrell Ltd.}, 
and later Mr. Laurence C. Cuffe, the newly- 
elected President, in the chair—it was stated 
in the Council report that for a number of 
vears leadmg men in the auctioneering and 
estate agency profession had felt the want of 
a representative Irish association for mutual 
assistance, support and protection. A very 
influential association had existed for years 
in Great Britain, but a purely Irish associa- 
tion was greatly ptt EY in consequence of 
difficulties in connection with the holding of 
auctions, and owing to irregularities prevalent 
amongst certain persons holding auctioneers’ 
licences. 

The report went on to state that numerous 
meetings had been held, and an important 
branch had been formed in Tipperary, with a 
membership of 76, the total membership of 
the association being 181. Reference was also 
made to the steps taken which ultimately led 
to the association becoming incorporated and 
registered under the Companies Acts. 

The report was approved, as was a further 
report of the election of Mr. L. C. Cuffe as 
President, and Messrs. J. 8. McMahon (Thos. 


Dockrell, Son and Co.) and George W. Greene 
Vice- 


(Messrs. P. O'Connor and Son, Ltd.) as 
Presidents. Elections were also made to the 
Council for the coming year. 

On the motion of Mr. McMahon, seconded

CLAIMS AGAINST A HORSE 
TRAINER. 

In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, be- 
fore Mr. Justice Samuels, in the action of 
Anastatia Murphy (trading as Maurice 
Murphy) v. Joseph Widger, who formerly re- 
sided in Co. Waterford, and now residen at 
Beech Hill, West Derby, Liverpool, and is a 
well-known horse trainer and horse dealer, 

Mr. Cunniam (instructed by Mr. Peter 

O'Connor) applied for an order appointing 
Mr. John J. Early, solicitor, Dublin, receiver 
by way of equitable execution over the sum of 
£4,573 19s. 10d., compensation awarded to the 
defendant in respect of a criminal injury to 
his property, situate at Ballydermody, Co. 
Waterford. Mr. O'Connor, in an affidavit, 
stated that the plaintiff had recovered judg- 
ment against the defendant for £238 10s. 9d. 
debt, and a further sym for costs. The de- 
fendant was about to be paid by the Free 
State Government £4,573 19s. 10d., together 
with £3 3s. costs for compensation. Counsel 
said that there had been other applications of 
a similar kind. 
Mr. Justice Samuels made the order sought, 
and made a similar order in the case of 
Michael Halley against the same deiendant. 
The amount of judgmerf in that case was 
£358 12s. 3d. and costs. 


A POLICE OFFICER’S DEBT. 


In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, be- 
fore Mr. Justice Samuels, in the case of J. 
B. Johnstone, Limited, of 32 Moles- 
worth street, Dublin, merchant tailors, v. 
Major L. W. P. Yates, retired District Inspge- 
tor, R.1.C., 

Mr. Tobias (instructed by Messrs. Porter, 
Morris, and Co.) made an application on be- 
half of the plaintiffs in reference to the ser- 
vice of a notice of motion on “the defendant. 
The plaintiffs’ claim was for £39 12s. 3d., for 
work and labour done and materials supplied 
to the defendant, and for interest on his ac- 
count. Counsel said that they wrote to the 
defendant last September, telling him that 
they intended to proceed to math judgment 
against him if he did not pay up. That letter 
was never returned, and they presumed that 
the defendant had got it. Mr, Justice Dodd 
subsequently gave the plaintifis liberty to 
serve a notice of motion for final judgment 
on the defendant personally in England. They 
had been unable to find out where he lived. 
Mr. Justice Samuels made an order giving 
the plaintiffs leave to serve notice of motion 
that in default of the defendant eniering an 
appearance they should be at liberty to enter 
up judgment, and directing that fhe notice 
should be sent to him, care of the Postmaster- 
General, Whitehall, London. 


DAMAGES FOR INJURIES TO A 
DEMESNE. 


Mr. Justice Pim delivered judgment yester- 
day in favour of the plaintiff in the case 
of Frayne v. Russell, an action brought by 
Mr. George Frayne, of Rockville, near Boyle, 
County Roscommon, against Messrs. Russel! 
Bros., timber merchants, Portarlington, to 
recover damages for injuries alleged to have 
been done to Rockville demesne by the de- 
fendants in the cutting and removal of a large 
quantity of growing timber, purchased by 
them in 1914 from Mr. W. Hutchinson Liovd, 
who was then the owner of Rockville. " 

The plaintiff, it appeared, purchased the 
demesne from Mr. Lloyd in September, 1918, 
subject to the defendants’ rights under the 
contract with Mr. Lloyd. e defendants 
finished the cutting of the timber in February, 
1920, and took away their plant and 
machinery from the lands. 

The plaintiff complained that the defendants 
left strewn over the lands a large quantity 
of tops and branches of trees; that they had 
broken down walls and fences, and had left 
a large heap of sawdust on the site of a 
sawmill which they had on the Jands. 

The defendants’ case was that al! they did 
was what was reasonably necessary for the 
purpose of removing the timber under the 
contract, and that they had not done any 
avoidable damage. With regard to the 
branches left on the lands, it had heen agreed 
with Mr. Lloyd, they said, that those branches 
would be sold by auction, but it was found 
impossible to sell them. 

At the trial, which took place before Mr. 

Justice Pim and a special jury in November 
last, his lordship left a number of questions 
to the jury, and allowed the case to stand 
over for argument upon their findings, which 
took place some weeks ago. 
_ Mr. Justice Pim now delivered a considered 
judgment on the findings, and directed a 
verdict to be entered for the plaintiff for 
£583 and the costs of the action.

POSSESSION OF A HOUSE. 
In the Chancery Division yesterday Mr, 
Justice Pim gave judgment for the plaintiff in 
the case of Millar v. McCabe, in default of 
defence. The action was brought by Mr. 
Alexander Millar, retired merchant, of Bally- 
bay, Co. Monaghan, against Mrs, Mary Anne 
McCabe and her daughters, Angeline Josephine 
Davis and Agnes McCabe, of Bridge street, 
Cootehiil, Co. Cavan, for an injunction re- 
straining them from breaking or entering upon 
the plaintiff's premises at Cavan road, Coote- 
hill, consisting of two dwellinghouses. One 
of the houses, it was siated, was formerly 
occupied by the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
and was now occupied by the Civic Guard. 
The defendants had taken forcible possession 
of one of the houses, which had been vacant 
and locked up, and refused to give up pos- 
session, claiming that the prémises a Bua: 
to Mrs. McCabe, and alleging that they had 
been “ grabbed ’’ by the plaintiff’s predecessor 
in title. 
The plaintiff stated that he held the pre- 
mises under a lease dated Ist June, 1893, for 
a term of 10,000 years, and had purchased 
them on the 16th of December, 1919, from 
Henry Albert Joynt Shera for £400. The 
premises had been put up for sale by public 
auction by the plaintiff, but the sale fell 
through owing to the objection and conduct of 
the defendants, and they were subsequently 
sold privately for £950. The defendants, it 
appeared, intimated that they did not intend 
to defend the action, and were willing to 
sign an undertaking as to the validity of the 
plaintiff's title, stating that they were mis- 
informed as to their exact legal position. 

Mr. Justice Pim now granted the injunc- 
tion sought, with costs.

Any man having from 
seven to fifteen acres cagld be classed as a 
small farmer. A man h fifteen acres had 
to hire labour at certain periods oí. the year. 

Mr. J. J. Bergin, Athy, also gave evidence 
in the interests of the Farmers’ Union, and 
said that the cost of producing crops did not 
enable them to be marketed at a price to com- 
pare with foreign produce. Efforts should be 
devoted to making the production of corn pro- 
fitable. 

Referring to increased costs and expenses on 
the farmer, witness said that the cost of pro- 
duction was 150 per cent. above pre-war, 
while the selling price had advanced about 
10 per cent. 

Replying to Sir John Keane, witness said 
that the only hope of reviving tillage was 
either by subsidy or protection. 

The Commission adjourned until] Monday. 


BRAY HOUSE-OWNERS. 


FORMATION OF BRANCH OF 
PROTECTIVE ASSOCIATION. 
Houseowners in Bray and district yester- 
day formed a branch of the Irish House- 
owners’ Association. 

Mr. Frank Bethel, presiding at a meeting 
in the Town Hall, Bray, said that they had 
been called togther with the view of organis- 
ing the houseowners. Houseowners, like Rip 
van Winkle, had been asleep for the past 
twenty years, and were now only waking up 
to the necessity for combining in their own 
interests. Taxation in all directions had gone 
up to the ruin of the houseowner. Now they 
had put their heads together to consider if 
they could not take some protective measures. 
The Houseowners’ Association was, he under- 
stood, non-political and non-sectarian, und 
would help them to protect themselves. 

Mr. I. H. Charles, LL.B., who proposed a 
resolution approving of the formation of the 
Houseowners’ Protection Association, spoke cf 
the aggressions made against houseowners by 
restrictive legislation, extending from “1914 
to 1920, and said that while the 1920 Act 
contained an increased percentage for repairs, 
it made more rigid the position as 
fixity of tenure, aud the object of the new 
association was to secure economic justice. 
Although only in its infancy, the association 
had already accomplished something. 

Continuing, the speaker said that the as- 
sociation had not been formed with the ob- 
ject of hostility to associations such as the 
Town Tenants’ Association. Their object being 
to obtain justice, they would approach the 
Town Tenants’ Association, and ask them to 
meet the Honseowners’ Association with a 
view to agreement on points on which they 
were at present at variance.
